NO SILENT SUFFERING 

“Men and women have suffered 
in these last few years as they

“I have been reading | 
a lot about interruptions at pub- 
lic meetings ang I ask myself the | 
question if I had suffered as some | 
of those people have suffered, 
would 1 sit silent and make no 
protest? 

“I think that here and there 
those who interrupt have come to | 
interrupt, but most of these pco- | 
ple have something burning in 
their being.

What is needed in a poli- 
tical leader today is not the fist 
of a pugilist but the hand of a 
physician, What is needed is

FORESAW DEPRESSION 

When the Liberal party appealed 
to the people in 1930, he knew, and 
stated, a great depression was be- 
ginning and measures would have | 
to be taken to cope with it. By the |

Canada’s market in Great Britain. |

Another Imperial conference 
was coming. If a Liberal gov- 
ernment was in office it would 
be at one with the British gov- 
ernment and would be able to 
secure wider and more beneficial 
trade agreements.

Mr. King happens to be the leader of the 
Liberal party; and that party does not authorize 
anybody to go about the country distributing 
promises at pleasure in its name. That sort of 
thing may be agreeable to the party Mr. Bennett 
heads, though it is doubtful if Conservatives are 
getting much pleasure just now in recalling the 
promises he made in 1930 and the consequences 
thereof.

“DIVIDE AND CONQUER” 

Mr. Bennett was quite right when he said, 
at Saskatoon, that in many constituencies the 
successful candidate in the forthcoming general 
elections would not represent the will of the 
majority. With four or five candidates in the 
field in some constituencies it was probable that 
the successful one would not have half the 
votes. 

That is not only probable; it is almost in- 
evitable. It is what usually happens when more 
than two candidates compete for one seat. No- 
body knows this any better than Mr. Bennett. 
It is fitting—if perhaps indiscreet—that he 
should mention the fact. His one chance of get- 
ting supporters elected in western constituencies 
lies in the chance that the hostile voters will 
scatter their votes over an assortment of oppos- 
ing candidates—and thus allow his nominees to 
get in with a minority of the ballots cast 

The Premier was giving good tactical advice 
to his party workers when he dropped this hint 
that they should see there are plenty of non- 
Bennett candidates nominated in a constituency. 
“Divide and conquer” is an old adage in politics 
as in war, and a good one from the stand-point 
of snatching a victory in the face of opposing 
numbers. 

And there need be no doubt this advice will 
be acted upon. Already the electors in every 
western constituency are being asked to divide 
their support among three, four or five or more 
candidates. But there is only one Bennett can- 
didate in the list. The others are competing for 
votes which would not in any case go to him. 
The more successful they are in splitting the 
anti-Government votes among them, the greater 
the chance that they will all be defeated and the 
Government supporter get in. 

Anything Mr. Bennett's “strategy committee” 
can do to asssit and encourage the adverse 
voters to thus fritter away their strength and 
defeat themselves, they will of course do. That 
is the one chance sof getting “sound money,” 
trade-restriction candidates elected in western 
Canada, and Mr. Bennett knows it.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Due to his position in the ecclesiastical 
world, numbers of Alberta folk will wish to see 
and hear the Dean of Canterbury on his 
approaching visit to this province. But it is a 
pity, with the world in turmoil, that he is not 
to vary his subject when here. 

There's a witty French 
proverb about the folly of 
preaching to the’ converted. 
Here in Alberta we are all 
converted to Social Credit. 
We don’t need to be told of 
the unwisdom of poverty in 
the midst of plenty, or argued 
into believing that it is desir- 
able that every adult be given 
money enough to enable him 
to purchase the products of

production. What we want to know is when 
are we to get the dividend? 

In the three years that Social Credit has 
been dinned into our ears it ‘has always been 


on the “gimme” basis. Donations have been 
solicited, collections taken and even a tag day 
held to celebrate the success of the scheme to 
give each adult $25 or $75 a month. 


Now comes the Dean to tell us, for so much 
per seat, of the need for more money in our 
pockets and more credit at our disposal. It's 
a waste of time and money. We're already 
agreed upon the proposition. We have placed 
a government in power, pledged to give every 
adult $25 a month basic dividend. Converts 
to Social Credit preaching, the thing we need 
to know now is, “How soon do we get it?” 


Premier Bennett in the heat of passion at 
his Vancouver meeting called on the police to 
throw out hecklers “by the scuff of the neck.” 
He told the audience—cne section of which 
merely was calling out that the loudspeakers 
had become disconnected and they couldn't 
hear him—that their noises reminded him “of 
animals in the zoo.” He went further. He said, 
“A vote for King is a vote for Japan.” That 
was a base cry in a city that has known anti- 
Asiatic riots. 

The fact of the matter is that Mr. King never 
mentioned the matter of the lost trade with 
Japan until after Japan had ordered its 50 per 
cent ad valorema duty on Canadian wheat in 
retaliation for the 282 per cent duty and penal- 
ties that Mr. Bennett had imposed against the 
products of Japan. Japan gave six months’ 
warning of its intention. So far as I can recall, 
at no time during that period did Mr. King em- 
barrass Mr. Bennett by commenting on the sit- 
uation. This column drew attention to the 
Canadian-Japanese situation before Mr. King 
did. 

Last week the Japanese government issued 
a statement that throws new light on the ques- 
tion. Mr. Bennett has been trying to inflame 
Canadian opinion by broadcasting the pay of 
Japanese blacksmiths and factory workers, and 
asserting that Mr. King wants to see Canadian 
wages reduced to the Japanese scale. The Jap- 
anese statement makes it clear that it is not 
even the high tariff that is objected to, but the 
penalties imposed upon her currency deprecia- 
tion. All that Japan asks is treatment similar 
to that given by United States—a high tariff 
country with a high living standard. The Jap- 
anese statement reads: 


“Presumably there exists little, if any, 
difference in the standard of living of the 
workers between Canada and her neighbor 
United States. But the latter has not im- 
posed any exchange compensation duty on 
Japanese goods and the trade relations of 
the two countries have been developing 
smoothly through a measure of control ex- 
ercised by Japan on a few items of her 
exports.” 


Japan offered, and still offers, the same plan 
to Canada. She offered to send experts here 
to consult on details of the arrangement. That 
offer was rejected by Mr. Bennett. In rejecting 
it he cut off a market for $9,000,000 a year of 
Douglas fir from British Columbia, and a mar- 
ket for Canadian wheat 

The Douglas fir order will go to United 
States—except that there they call the same 
species of wood Oregon pine. The order for 
wheat will go to Australia. 

Instead of Bennett dynamite for blasting mar- 
kets, a little King cement for binding them 
would accomplish better results. No wonder 
the Vancouver folk were angered with the pre- 
mier. He put 3000 lumber men and mill work- 
ers out of their jobs, and lost B.C. its third best 
customer for lumber. 

With the Aberhart plan for “basic dividends” 
not yet proved workable, and the Bennett blast- 
ing operations doing more harm to the blasters 
than to the people whom we desire to sell to, 
it is a fortunate thing that we have a federal 
party ready to take office whose policy of 
cementing trade instead of blasting it, has been 
proved time and again to be productive of trade, 
employment and domestic peace. 

In an angry taunt to his Vancouver inter- 
rupters Mr. Bennett let slip something for which 
he must afterwards have felt like biting his 
tongue. He made the taunting declaration that 
with so many parties and groups in the field 
against him, his party is assured of success. It 
lends color to the generally accepted story that 
it is Bennett money that is financing federal 
Social Credit candidates. 

In 1911 Mr. Bennett's friends succeeded in 
defeating reciprocity by playing both ends 
against the middle. Out on the Pacific coast 
where I was at the time, young countrymen of 
mine supporting Hon. H. H. Stevens paraded 
the streets with Union Jacks and banners bear- 
ing Mr. Bennett's slogan, “No truck nor trade 
with the Yankee.” In their simplicity they 
really thought they were saving Canada for the 
Empire by refusing to trade with their nearest 
neighbor, and paying 17 per cent more for 
automobiles than is charged for the same Cana- 
dian-made cars tp people in China and India, 

At the same time, out in Quebec, Tory 
orators were inflaming the habitants by de- 
nouncing Laurier’s proposed construction of two 
Canadian warships, by picturing Sir Wilfrid as 
a blood-thirsty emissary of Britain, planning to 
send their boys to cruel deaths in Empire wars. 

The crafty old St, James Street crowd have 
money and brains. It will be too bad if they 
hog-tie Canada for another quarter century, 


Eat More Apples 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Almost a thousand verieties of apples have 
been derived from the parents of them all, 
the crab, or wild apple. Only through careful 
selection and cultivation has the apple as we 
now know it, been developed. With so many 
varieties from which to choose, anyone may 
easily find an apple which 
meets with his approval. 
Some people prefer the hard, 
tart apple with crisp flesh, 
while others prefer those 
apples which are mellow and 
sweet in taste. The apple 
must be considered one of the 
most wholesome of all winter 
fruits. A ripe apple digests 
quickly, only about 90 min- 
utes being required. It is im- 
portant to masticate the apple 
thoroughly. Apples contain between 10 and 
15 per cent sugar, and this fruit sugar is readily 
absorbed, Only a small amount of protein is 
present, but the apple is rich in potassium, 
sodium, magnesium and iron, which food min- 
erals contribute to the building of bone and 
to the enrichment of the blood. The malic acid 
of the apple is present in such a small quantity 
that the apple must be classed as a sub-acid 
fruit. 

The popular saying, “An apple a day keeps 
the doctor away,” is probably based upon the 
fact that many people find that taking an apple 
at night before retiring will tend to prevent 
sluggish elimination. In many cases, the apple 
undoubtedly brings about relief from mild con- 
stipation, and practical experience has shown 
that it possesses mild laxative properties. 

During the fall and winter months, when 
apples are so plentiful, it is often a good plan 
to take an exclusive apple fast for a few days, 
eliminating all other foods, but eating as many 
apples as desired. An apple may be taken 
every two or three hours, or you may use the 
fruit three times a day, instead of your regular 
meals, when two or three apples may be taken 
at one time. An apple may also be used each 
night, if not too close to the evening meal, while 
on a regular diet. It is not advisable to com- 
bine raw apples with starches and in some 
instances, this combination will invariably pro- 
duce flatulence. The best way to eat apples 
is to eat them as a meal by themselves, or in 
combination with cheese, nuts, milk, or some 
of the non-starchy vegetables. For example, | 
try using raw apples and milk for lunch. 

In preparing applesauce, I suggest that you 
do not add sugar to the apples, which are to 
be cooked in a thick aluminum pan, no water 
being used, The flavor is more delicious when 
cooked by this method, and by keeping the 
sugar content to the minimum, the applesauce 
makes an excelleht food to be used as a dessert 
with the meat meal in the evening, or to be 
used at breakfast. You will enjoy the flavor 
of apples when baked in a thick aluminum pan 
without the addition of sugar or water. Bake 
slowly to bring out the full flavor of the natural 
fruit sugar 

While there are many favorite varieties, 
some of the popular ones are the Baldwin, Nor- 
thern Spy, Winesap, Yellow Newton, Roman 
Beauty, Jonathan, Spitzenburg, Yellow Bell- 
flower and others. Some apples, such as the 
Baldwin, are good for both cooking and eating 
raw, others are preferable for cooking. The 
Delicious is one of the varieties used chiefly 
for eating purposes. .

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1839 the ship 
Buffalo sailed from Quebec bear- 
ing 140 political prisoners des- 
tined for Van Diemen’s Land and 
Botany Bay. Ejighty-two had 
been tried before military courts 
in Upper Canada and sentenced 
to death, but their sentence had 
been respited to exile; 50 had 
been tried in Lower Canada and 
given the same sentences. 

The Upper Canada prisoners, 
mostly from the London district, 
had been taken to Fort Henry 
at Kingston, where they had 
made an attempt at escape and 
were then taken down river on 
closely guarded boats, shackled 
hand and foot, to Quebec, where 
they were put on board the Buf- 
falo. The French exiles were al- 
ready on board and the two sets 
of prisoners were kept carefully 
separated. Even their destina- 
tions were different, the exiles 
from Lower Canada proceeding 
to Botany Bay (later New South 
Wales), while those from Upper 
Canada were for Van Diemen's 
Land (now Tasmania). 

When the prisoners from Upper 
Canada landed at Hobart on Feb-

ruary 15 (the journey had taken 
134 days) they found they were 
not the first from that province. 
Men from the Niagara district, 
while sentenced there, were taken 
to England for their sentence to 
be reviewed, and, these having 
been confirmed, they were trans- 
ported, with a lot of desperate 
criminals, convicted of every 
crime from murder down to 
bread snatching, for the latter 
was a hanging matter in those 
days. 

So that th men who travelled 
on the Buffalo, while on no 
picnic, had an easy time com- 
pared with those who had crossed 
the Atlantic before being sent to 
Australasia. Most of the exiles 
returned after the amnesty of 
1849, the Americans going back 
to the States and the Canadians 
coming home to have their civil 
rights restored, but nothing could 
compensate them for their ex- 
periences on the Buffalo and in 
the penal camp at Hobart, where 
they had to merge with criminals 
though themselves only political 
offenders. It was a hard age 
that! 


The Mail Bag 


DOUGLAS S&. C. 

Editor Bulletin: The address of 
W. A. Tutte in Vancouver should 
be of great interest to Albertans. 
Mr. Tutte is the Douglas Social 
Credit leader in B,C. and is 
opposed to Premier Aberhart’'s 
scheme of Social Credit because 
of his levy to take back the pro- 
posed dividend. The Vancouver 
Sun account of the address fol- 
lows: 

“Canada’s national debt at 
Confederation was $93,000,000. 
The population them was 3% 
millions. Today the national debt 
has reached the appalling total of 
$1,841 millions, and the popula- 
tion is now 10.3 millions. 

“In other words,” declared W. 
A. Tutte, Tuesday night in the 
Peter Pan ballroom, Broadway, 
“while the population of Canada 
—in the 68 years of national life 
—has increased roughly 200 per 
cent, the debt of this country has 
soared more than 3100 per cent.” 

He blamed the “crazy debt- 
finance system devised for an ox- 
cart age with which we are try- 
ing to operate an airplane civil- 
ization.” 

There was an immediate unan- 
imous response when Mr, Tutte 
asked how many would like more 
money. 

“The only reason why we have 
poverty in Canada today,” he 
continued, “is because our in- 


comes are not large enough. 
There are strange ideas enter- 
tained b many people with re- 
gard to this, 

“Some people think that if all 
the money of the rich were 
taken away and given to the 
poor, everything would be 
lovely,” he said. 

“But the fact is, if you were to 
take the total income of the 
Canadian people in any year and 
divide equally among all the 
people you will find us all poor 
together. 

“That is the reason why we 
have poverty amid plenty. It is 
simply because our financial sys- 
tem doesn’t provide any sort of 
purchasing power at all for peo- 
ple whose work is now being 
done by machines. 

“More than 97 per cent of the 
money in Canada,” he said, “is 
bank credit, distributed by means 
of cheques, and only 3 per cent 
consists of dollar bills and silver. 

“Examine this bank credit 
money that we use. You will find 
it is simply bookkeeping, a vir- 
tually costless transaction. 

“In view of this,” the speaker 
continued, “it is sheer insanity 
that we should sweat and labor 
to produce goods and then go in 
want because there was not 
enough money.” 

Mr. Tutte spoke of bank loans

WHY SOCIALISM WON'T 
WORK 


John Middleton Murry, editor, 
author, and one of England's fore- 
most Socialists, says in the Sep- 
tember issue of The Adelphi that 
Socialism has no application in 
practical politics. 

It is no more possible to trans- 
late Socialism into political action 
than it would be to govern by 
Kant's “Critique of Pure Reason” 
or Hegel's “Phenomenology” or 
Watson's “Hedonistic Theories,” 
or any other purely philosophical 
speculation. 

Socialism has no technique, It 
has no well-defined mechanics, 
For political purposes, it is 
nothing more than platform 
chewing gum. 

While subscribing wholeheart- 
edly to the Socialistic theory, Mr. 
Murry sdmits that he has come 
to the conclusion that its appli- 
cation to practical politics is diffi- 
cult, if not impossible. 

He says: 


“What I am convinced of is 
that the transition from advanced 
capitalism and advanced democ- 
racy to Socialism is far more 
difficult than Socialists allow 
themselves to suspect or admit. 
I come more and more to be- 
lieve that the nearer capitalist 
democracy comes to the “neces- 
sity” of Socialism, the more diffi- 
cult it proves to be to take the 
crucial step forward; and that the 
inertia with which Socialism has 
to contend becomes almost in- 
superable.” 

Socialism has to contend with 
“inertia” because Socialism itself 
is an inert thing, an abstraction 
that only fully reveals its abstract 
qualities when an attempt is 
made to translate it into terms of 
action, 

It requires as Mr. Murry says, 
“an effort of the intelligence 
and the imagination and effort 
of a sort for which the vast

“IT begin to feel that Socialism 
is not practical politics today. It 
is an imaginative creed. Its chief 
enemy is not an isolated or isol- 


able body of men, but human 
nature itself.” 

Now John Middleton Murry, as | 
a Socialist, has been identified, 
not only with the English Social- 
istic movement, but with the 
actual mechanics of the Labor 
party. 

He says emphatically that there | 
is no place for Socialism in the | 
Labor party because the aims of | 
the Labor party are not purely | 
Socialistic. That is why Sir Staf- | 
ford Cripps has been asked to | 
resign from Britain's Labor group. 

On the other hand, there is no | 
sense in a purely Socialistic party 
because Socialism in itself has 
no technique or mechanical prin- 
ciple, 

Thus, like the jay, Socialism 
must lay its eggs in somebody 
else's nest. 

It must either intrude itself 
upon labor and stifle its con- 
science in trying to compromise 
with the Liberal principles of 
labor, or it must fly to some other 
extreme political cult which does 
possess a_ technique. 

It is plain, then, why Socialism, 
however mild and innocuous, is 
always on the point of going to 
bed with Communism. | 

For Communjsm has a tech- 
nique. Its mechanics are well 
defined, It has a practical and | 
material program. 

And sooner or later the sincere 
Socialist, conscious of the inertia | 
of his own theorizing, will flirt 


with Communistic machinery in 
a vain effort to clothe his ideas

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LEANING TOWER OF PISA. 

There are several well-known leaning towers in Europe, the most 
celebrated example being the campanile of Pisa, Italy. This tower, 
179 feet high, has an obliquity of 13 feet. 

Pisa’s tower was begun by the architect Bonannus of Pisa in 1174, 
continued by William of Innsbruck and others, and completed in 1350. 
It is in Romanesque style to conform to the cathedral, and is sur- 
rounded by open arcades of columns 

It has been a matter of dispute whether the slant of the leaning 
towers is accidental. That of Pisa shows an increased height in each 
successive storey on the leaning side, which some students of archi- 
tecture declare is indicative of attempts by the architects to rectify 
a sinking while the tower was being built. The prevailing opinion. 
however, is that the slant was intentional.
